A newly identified herpesvirus was isolated from a spontaneous disease outbreak in Mini Res rabbits and Cal/Satin/NZx 
rabbits. To determine if this agent would produce the same disease in susceptible laboratory rabbits (NZW, a set of 6 
animals was infected with the virus and followed to death as an endpoint. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State methods or means used to determine 
that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results.

Pharmaceutical agents for the relief of pain and/or distress would interfere with the natural progression of the disease to 
death as the endpoint. It was also necessary to allow replication of the entire potential syndrome, without treatment with 
antibiotics or other pharmacologic agents, which could interfere with the natural progression of the disease. Animals were 
monitored twice daily, and in symptomatic rabbits that became lethargic and dehydrated, these animals were administered 
saline or lactated Ringer’s solution either subcutaneously or via intravenous routes.
